-ALTHOUGH  the  8vo.  Abridgment  of  Johnson’s  Dictionary  possesses  merit  peculiar 
to  itself,  yet  with  all  its  advantages  and  excellencies,  it  does  not  answer  the  purpose  of 
an  abridgment  on  a smaller  scale  ; norcan  it  ever  be  rendered  of  such  general  utility, 
or  of  such  frequent  recurrence  in  common  affairs.  Hence  the  various  abridgments  of 
that  work  , which  have  been  given  to  the  public  under  different  forms,  have  all  of  them 
met  with  a rapid  sale;  this  furnishes  the  best  criterion  of  their  importance  and  use- 
fulness, and  is  the  most  unequivocal  testimony  of  public  approbation.  To  unite  the 
various  merits  of  former  publishers,  and  to  avoid  the  defects  into  which  they  have  fallen 
to  select  from  the  various  explanations  of  Johnson  such  as  are  most  frequent  and  most 
likely  to  occur  in  common  use,  has  been  the  aim  of  the  publishers  of  the  present 
edition.  How  far  they  have  succeeded  in  the  attainment  of  these  objects, they  do  not 
presume  to  decide,  but  leave  to  the  determination  of  an  impart  ial  public;  assuring  them 
H the  same  time,  that  uncommon  pains  and  industry  have  been  bestowed,  in  compa- 
ring every  particular  word  with  its  original  explanation  in  Johnson’s  8vo.  Dictionary,  and 
in  the  smaller  abridgment ; and  in  selecting  from  the  whole  such  alterations  and  im- 
provements as  were  deemed  necessary  or  useful.

The  Pantheon  is  the  Temple  of  the  Gods, 
hich  the  foil,  of  men  hath  feigned  cither 
rough  the  grossest  Ignorance  or  contempt 
’ the  true  and  only  God.  1 he  causes  of 
igning  many  deities  were  chiefly  four, 
lie  first  was  the  foolish  perverseness  of  the 
ind,  which  denied  the  inexhausted  foun- 
in  of  all  Good  the  honours  which  it 
tributed  to  muddy  streams.  If  any 
ccelled  in  stature  of  body,  greatness 
f mind,  or  brilliancy  of  wit,  he  drew 
le  admiration  of  the  ig  orant  vulgar.  This 
rad ually  being  converted  into  great  vene 
ition,  even  into  worship  itself,  at  length 
inked  the  man  among  the  number  of  the 

lods  ; the  more  prudent  being  cither  car- 

led  away  by  the  torrent  of  opinion,  or  not 
ble,  at  least  not  daring  to  resist  it. — The 
scond  was  the  sordid  flattery  of  subjects 
awards  their  Princes..  That  they  might 
ratify  the  vanity,  flatter  the  pride,  and 
noth  the  self  conceit  of  their  Kings,  they 
aised  Altars,  and  having  set  their  images 
ipon  them,  offered  incense  to  them,  even 
^ hen  alive, as  to  their  Gods  themselves.  A 

hird  was  an  inordinate  desire  of  immorta- 
ity, which  many  studied  to  attain  by  images 
eft  behind  them  ; thinking  thatthey  would 
■escue  their  names  from  the  power  of 
ieath,  and  the  destroying  hand  of  time,  if, 
ifter  their  funerals,  they  could  live  in  brass, 
ar  as  it  were  breathe  in  marble.— A ourl  i 
was  a preposterous  desire  of  perpetual  111 
the  memory  of  famous  men  whom  the.i 
made  or  rather  feigned  Gods,  for  their  ser 
vices  and  benefits  conferred  on  mankind 
The  Pagan  priests,  especially  in  Egypt 
were  probably  the  first  who  reduced  . } t o- 
logy  to  a kind  of  system.  Egypt  was  the 
land  of  graven  images;  allegory  ar.d  . > 


logy*eret  he  veil  which  concealed  rei'cto-i 
from  the  eyes  of  the  vulgar  ; fable  was  me 
groundwork  of  that  impenetrable  covering. 

The  worship  of  brute  animals,  and  ol 
certain  vegetables,  unnersal  among  the 
Egyptians,  was  another  exuberant  source  of 
Mythological  adventures.  After  these  ob- 
jects, animate  or  inanimate,  weie  consecra- 
ted as  the  visible  symbols  of  the  Deities,  it 
soon  became  fashionable  to  make  use  of 
their  figures  to  represent  those  Deities  to 
which  they  were  consecrated.  Hence  Ju- 
piter Ammon  was  represented  under  the 
figure  of  a Ham,  Apis  under  that  of  a Cow, 
Osiris  of  a Bull,  Pan  of  a Goat.Thol  or  Mer- 
cury of  an  Ibis,  Bubastis  or  Diana  of  a Cat, 
kc.  It  was  likewise  a common  practice 
among  the  deluded  people  to  dignify  these 
objects,  by  giving  them  the  names  of  those 
deities  which  they  represented.  From  these 
two  sources,  are  derived  the  fabulous  trans- 
formation of  the  Gods,  so  generally  celr- 
br.ited  in  the  Egyptian  Mythology,  and 
from  it  imported  into  Greece  and  Italy.  In 
consequence  of  this  practice,  their  Mytho- 
logical system  was  rendered  at  once  enor- 
mous and  unintelligible. 

The  adventures  of  Jupiter^uno,  Mercury, 
Apollo,  Diana,  Mars,  Minerva  or  Pallas,  Ve- 
nus, Bacchus,  Ceres,  Proserpine,  Pluto, 
Neptune,  and  the  other  descendants  and 
coadjutors  of  the  ambitious  family  of  the 
Titans,  furnish  by  far  the  greatest  part  of 
the  Mythology  of  Greece.  They  left  Fhe- 
mcia,  about  the  age  of  Moses  ; they  settled 
in  Crete,  a large  Island  ; from  this  region 
they  made  their  way  into  Greece  ; which, 
according  to  the  most  authentic  accounts, 
was  at  that  time  inhabited  by  a race  of 
savages.  The  arts  and  inventions  which 
they  communicated  to  the  natives;  the 
mysteries  of  religion  which  they  inculca- 
ted ; the  laws,  customs,  polity,  and  good 

order,  which  they  established  ; in  short 
the  blessings  of  humanity  and  civilisation 
which  they  every  where  disseminated,  i n 
process  of  time  inspired  the  unpolished  in 
habitants  with  a kind  of  d, vine  admiration 
Those  ambitious  mortals  improved  this  ad 
miration  into  divine  homageand  adoration 
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The  greatest  part  of  that  worship,  which 
had  been  formerly  addressed  to  the  lumi- 
naries of  Heaven,  was  now  transferred  to 
those  illustrious  personages.  They  c laimed 
and  obtained  divine  honours  from  the  de- 
luded rabble  of  t it husiastic  Greeks.  Hence 
sprung  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  the  most 
inconsistent  and  irreconcileable  fictions. 
The  foibles  and  frailties  of  the  deified  mor- 
tals were  transmitted  to  posterity,  incorpo 
rated  as  it  Herewith  the  pompous  attri 
butes  of  supreme  divinity.  Hence  the  he- 
terogeneous mixture  of  the  mighty  and 
the  mean  which  chequers  the  characters  of 
t iie  Heroes  of  the  Iliad  and  Odyssey. 

The  labours  of  Hercules  originated  in 
Egypt,  and  evidently  relate  to  the  annual 
progress  ofthe  Sun  in  the  Zodiac,  though 
the  vain-glorious  Greeks  accommodated 
them  to  a hero  of  their  own,  the  reputed 
son  ol  Jupiter  and  Alcmena.  The  expedi- 
tion of  Osiris  they  borrowed  from  the 
Egyptians,  and  transformed  to  their  Bac  - 
chus. The  transformations  and  wanderings 
o(  lo  are  evidently  transcribed  from  the 


Egyptian  romance  of  the  travels  of  Isis 
‘quest  of  the  body  of  Osiris,  or  of  the  Ph i 
nician  Astarte  draw  n from  Sanction  iatho  • 
The  fable  of  the  conflagration  occasion! 
by  Phaeton  is  clear  ly  of  oriental  cxtractic 
and  alludes  to  an  excessive  drought,  whi 
in  the  early  period  of  time  scorched  Et 
opia  and  the  adjacent  countries.  The  ra 
of  Proserpine,  ai.d  the  wanderings  of  C 
res  ; the  Eleusinian  Mysteries  ; the  Org 
or  sacred  rites  of  Bacchus  ; the  rites  w* 
w orship  of  the  Cabiri,  were  imported  fri 
Egypt  and  Phenieia,  but  strangely  garbl 
and  disfigured  by  the  Hierophants 
Greece.  In  short,  the  groundwoik  of  t 
Grecian  Mythology  is  to  he  traced  in  t 
East.  The  Roman  Mythology  was  boiro 
ed  from  the  Greeks.  They  had  inde 
gleaned  a few  fab'es  from  thePelasgia 
Hetruscans,  which,  however,  are  of  su 
little  consequence,  that  they  are  not  wor  ' 
,the  transcribing.  Besides,  we  hope  it  w 
be  rememlvered  that  the  narrowness  of  t 
limits  prescribed  us  would  scarce  admit 
a mure  copious  detail.

Besides  them  coun- 
ties into  which  England  is  divided,  there 
are  counties  corporate,  consisting  of  certain 
distric  ts,  to  which  the  liberties  and  jurisdic- 
tions peculiar  to  a county  have  been  granted 
by  charter  from  the  throne.  The  esta- 
blished religion  of  England  is  Episcopacy, 
lhe  church,  under  the  description  of  the 
inonarchial  power  over  it,  is  governed  by 
two  Archbishops,  and  12  Bishops,  besides 
the  Bishop  of  aodor  and  Man,  who,  not 
being  possessed  of  an  Entlwh  Barony,  does 
not  sit  in  the  House  of  I’een».

[Here  ends  the  illustrious  list  of  ancient,  or,  as  they 'are  styled,  Classic  .authors,  for 
whom  mankind  arc  indebted  to  Greece  and  Pome, those  two  great  theatres  ofhuman 
glory;  but  it  will  ever  he  regretted  that  a small  part  only  of  their  writings  have  come 
to  our  hands.  This  was  owing  to  the  barbarous  policy  of  tho>e  tierce  illiterate  Pa- 
gans, who,  in  the  fifth  century,  subverted  the  Roman  empire,  and  in  which  prac- 
tices they  w’pre  joined  soon  after  by  the  Saracens,  or  followers  of  Mahomet.  Con- 
8tant:nopfe  alone  had  escaped  the  ravages  of  the  Barbarians;  and  to  the  few  literati 
who  sheltered  themselves  within  its  walls,  is  chie.1v  owing  the  preservation  of  those 
valuable  remains  of  antiquity.  To  learning,  civility,  and  refinement,  succeeded 
worse  than  Gothic  ignorance— the  superstition  and  buffoonery  of  the  church  of 
Rome;  Europe  therefore  produces  few  names  worthy  of  record  during  the  spare  of 
a thousand  years;  a period  which  historians,  with  propriety,  denominate  the  dmk  or 
Gothic  ages. 

The  invention  of  printing  contributed  to  the  revival  of  learning  in  the  sixteenth  century, 
from  wliicn  memorable  xrn  a race  of  men  have  sprung  up  in  a new  soil.  Prance, 
Germany  and  Britain  ; who,  if  they  do  not  exceed,  at  least  equal  the  greatest  te- 
nnises of  antiquity.  Of  these  our  own  countrymen  have  the  reputation  of  the  lust 
rank,  with  whose  names  wc  shall  finish  our  list.]
